Senator Long To Introducs Bill Pro- 
viding For Drastic Legislation 

Washington.—Senator Huey Long, 
Louis‘ana Democrat, said he would

OPEN FORMULA FEEDS 


Commercial feeds are sold . with 
the list of ingredients printed on the 
bag or on a label attached ‘to the 
bag, this labelling being one of the 
requirements of the Feeding Stuffs 
Act administered by the Dominion 
Seed Branch to regulate the’ quality 
and control the sale of feeding 
stuffs. It is not required by law to 
state the amount or percentage of 
each ingredient so the formula or 
precise composition of the feed is not 
divulged. This is what is known as 
closed formula. 

Open formula feeds are those with 
which is shown not only the list of 
ingredients. used’ in the make-up of 
the feed but the actual amount used. 
centage of ealh ingerdient. used. In 

other words, the actual composition 
or recipe is divulged for the inform- 
ation of the purchasers or anyone 
else interested, 

The practice of selling commercial 
feeds on the open formula basis is 
not yet common but at least. one 
large. feed manufacturing concern in 
Canada has adopted this policy. 
This plan of selling has the hearty 
endorvation of the leading Canadian 
agricultural educatioualists and auth- 
orities on live stock and poultry 


. feeding. They point out tha€ farmers 


should produce as much feed coticen- 
trates, in the way of the common 
grains as can be grown economically 
at home, and supplement these with 
whatever other concentrates are ne- 
cessary to provide reasonable  well- 
balanced rations for the particular 
class of stock they are feeding. 
When given, the knowledge of the 
actual quantities of the: various in- 
gredients in the feeds offered by 
dealers it is much éasier to choose 
intelligently those from which they 
may expect the greates; economic

Sir E. John Russell, director of 
Rothamsted Experimental Station, 
Harpenden, England, to’ the Cana- 
dian Society of Technical Agricultur. 
ists at Ottawa. “Your farmers, like 
ours,” said Sir John, “and you’ with 
them just like us, are now passing 
through times of great stress and 
great anxiety,. But you find much 
ground for hope if you look back and 
think what the farmers of bygone 
days had to go through when they 
firs, came here, and out of the wild 
forests made the siniling country- 
side of eastern Canada thickly set 
with comfortable farm homes and 
attractive little towns, 

“Those old French settlers who 
gave so much to Canada and the 
early British settlers who followed 
them went through vastly more suf- 
fering than anyone now is called 
upon to face. We do but risk money: 
they risked their lives. With all 
our financial anxiety we still possess 
all that has beéh handed down to us 
and all that we have ourselvés made: 
good roads pleasant homes, towns; 
healthy surroundings, water, elec- 
tricity, and a thousand amenities of 
which they never dreamed, 

And ig inuch the same for the 
prairie farmers: contrast their lot 
with that of the early settlers. For. 
tunately for us the records ofthe 
Red Deer settlement were kept, so 
that we kuow something of their 
sufferings: how in 1818 a group of 
Highlanders sent out by Lord Selkirk 
broke the ground with a hce and 
struggled with English wheats year 
after year, always failing yet always 
striving and, hoping. The first year 
the crop was taken by the birds, in 
later: years sometimes by Indians, or 
more birds, or it failed. Finally 
after six years all their difficulties 
seemed overcome: a rich harvest was 
in sight, when lo! out of the west 
came a cloud of grasshoppers and de- 
voured everything—wheat, garden 
produce and every green herb in the 
colony.

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RAGWORT IN THE EMPIRE 


Ragwort is a noxious weed which 
is a serious menace to economic 
farming in-the Highlands of Scot. 
land and also in New Zealand in the 
King County of, North Island. It is 
the cause of a curious and fatal di- 
sease of the liver in cattle, In~New 
Zealand it is being fought with the 
larva of the Cinnabar moth (import- 
ed from England) and by the use of 
sodium chlorate. In Canada the weed 
was introduced from Europe and is 
found the Pictou and Antigonish 
countries of Nova Scotia and. in 
parts of P. E. I. It has also been 
reported from Quebec and some 
parts of Ontario. In Canada its 
seeds are seldom found in commer- 
cial samples of grain and the weed 
is eradicated by rotation of crops 
and the close cutting of pastures. It 
is a perennial with very showy, gol. 
den-yellow flowers. 


OVERWINTERING BUNT SPORES 


With reference to the overwinter 
ing of bunt spores in Westerp Uana- 
da, Scientific Agriculture records) 
that bunt spores in infecwd heads 
Mindum wheat, placed on the surface 
of the soil, overwintering sucess- 
fully at Winnepeg, Morden, Brandon, 
Indian Head, Saskatchewan and Ed- 
monton. Except at Winnepeg, spores 
overwintering in heads buried six 
inches in the ground were less liable - 
than those overwintering on the 
surface, or failed to germinate.

Today we bid adieu to 
greet a new year, 1934 

At this season business men take 
stock and we think it a fitting topic 
under which to discuss a féw things 
with you. They take stock for well 
understood reasotis: to determine 
the volume of business done; what 
lines have been most profitable; to 
ascertain the stocks on hand and the 
profits made. The knowledge of the 
business thus gleaned will. contri. 
bute to further success, 

For reasons equally important—we 
should have our annual moral stock 
taking. The difficulty is that we have 
little knowledge of the volume or 
the quality of the business ° done, 
In fact many people allow things 
which ought to be on'y accessory to 
occupy the place of essentials. They 
spend valuable time on mere trifles; 
and are busy about little interests 
and allow the greater opportunities 
of service to go by unimproved. 

If the mere ‘ating of this truth 
in an analogous fashion stimulates a 
moral inventory of your ability, op- 
portunities, and spiritual gains great 
results will follow. The text

Examine yourselves: We are 
familiar with the variety of mean- 
ings which the word examine has 
to respect carefully with a view to 
discover the truth about a thing, We 
examine a ship to ascertain if it is 
g2a worthy; a house to know whether 
it is habitable; a student to  deter- 
mine what mental progress is being 
made; an applicant to find what his 
qualifications are. 

Given the end for which the exam- 
ination is held we should have some 
idea of the method of procedure. 
The object of the examination is 
stated clearly. “Whether ye be in 
the faith.” In the illustrations re- 
corded in Hebrews XI we are told of 
the power of faith and “How © Proch 
Noah, Abraham, Moses and others 
were inspired to achieve through it.

“O ye of 
little faith.” 

We wish to apply tests to a few 
aspects of our lives. We do not do 
this for mere curiosity but that we

Salt Kills No Microbes 


Tests Show They . Thrive 
Placed In Brine 

It is a mistake to suppose that salt, 
used as a preservative, is fatal to 
microbes, for the bacilli of typhus, 
tuberculosis and several other dis- 
eases thrive when placed in brine. 
Blood contains much salt, and this 
does not prevent microbes from multi- 
plying in it. A French professor 
counted 30,000 bacteria per cubic

centimetre in the concentrated brine 
used for salting fish. Preservatives 
and bactericides are different things. 
Salt preserves from decay, but kills 
no microbes. 


Moisture’ And Grade Survey Of 
Various Methods Used 
In a moisture and grade survey of 


Harvesting Methods 


grain harvested by various methods 
in Western Canada during the 1932- 
1933 season, it was found that 
straight-combined wheat showed a 
greater percentage of tough and 
damp sartiiples ‘than either’ ‘stook- 
threshed or swath-combined samples.

A train on the old Gulf and Inter- 
state Railway arrived at its destina- 
tion more than seven years behind 
time. The train started from Beau- 
mont, Texas, bound for Port Bolivar, 
11:30 a.m. on. September’ 8th,- 1900. 
The distance is seventy-one miles, 
and the train was due in Port Bolivar 
at 1:55 p.m.

Another experience is related by 
a layman who has suffered most of 
his life from colds in the head. The 
experiment has continued now for six 
months during which time he would 
ordinarily have had six different 
edlds in the head, whereas he has 
had none. Remedy has ‘been in giv:ng 
up.as nearly as possible the use of 
sugar, or only in the most sparing 
way in his food and entirely abandon- 
ing the use of candy or sweetmeats 
of any kind. :

Employment In 
Logging Operations 


Encouraging Signs Of Industrial 
Recovery In Canada . 

. Among the encouraging signs of 
industrial recovery, the increase in 
| employment in logging operations is 
of special significance from the stand- 
|point of winter work. The monthly 
reports received by the Department 
of Labor indicate that on November 1 
there were approximately 100,000 
men employed in logging operations 
as compared. with 35,000 at the s1me 
time last year. This is practicatly 
back to the average of the five-year 
period, 1926-30, when 105,000 wcre 
on the pay rolls in November. 

During those five years, which may 
be taken as normal; the average num- 
ber engaged in logging thoughout the 
year is estimated to be 91,000, but 
the monthly Averages varied from 
54,500 in August to 139,000 in Feb- 
ruary. If this trend is followed in 
1934, there should be 120,000 men at 
work during the nsxt four months. 

The advantage of having~.an in- 
dustry which is capable of abscrbing 
from: 60,000 to 70,000 additional men 
during the winter months when work 
in many other occupations is cur- 
tailed is apparent.

Seals Cut Steps In Ice 


Only Way They Can Reach Surface 
To Breathe 

Seals actually cut steps in the per- 
pendicular sides of ice cakes in order 
to rise from the water for the pur- 
pose of breathing. Members of Cap- 
tain Scott’s Antarctic Expedition re- 
corded that the seals, which formerly 
were supposed to leave the water by 
leaping, cut steps in the slippery sur- 
face with the great canine or eye 
teeth. As soon as the teeth are placed 
in position, the head is moved rapidly 


from side to side uhtil the ice has 


been cut awey sufficiently to afford a 
footing for the front flippers of the 
animal. Each step has to be labori- 
ously cut after this fashion until the 
body is far enough out of the water 
to be thrust up the rest of the way 
by a kick of the hind flippers.

Drunken driving is obviously 
an offence which cannot be tolerated 
if there is to be safety on the high- 
ways. Yet time and again where the 
evidence has shown a motorist to 
have been drunk in charge of car, 
the charge is reduced or is not visited 
with the jail penalty prescribed by 
law. - 
In the latest case, the man who 
Pleaded guilty to drunk driving was 
a shell-shocked goldier. There is some 
doubt whether a shell-shocked soldier 
should drive a car even when sober. 

There have, too, been cases where 
juries have considered poor visibil ty 
as a sufficient explanation of a fa- 
tality. But poor visibility should itself 
bé'a sufficient warning to a motor- 
ist to enable. him to avoid becoming 
irivolved in an accident. 

To motorists is applicable with es- 
pecial force the adage that eternal 
vigilance igs the price of safety. The 
eriforcing of that vigilance is the 
duty of all who feel any sense of 
shame in the heavy toll of motor 
fatalities—Toronto. Evening Tele- 
gram.

PEOPLE SELLING OLD GOLD 


Jewelry is flowing into the Royal 
Mint, at Ottawa, with gold selling 
at over $33 an ounce. The high pri- 
es are bringing out ancient watch 
cases, the long-treasured rings, the 
heavy brooches and the old-time 
watch chains. 

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
announced that jewelry and scrap 
containing 45,317 ounces of gold had 
been received by the Mint during the 
first nine months of last year. This 
would probably bring. around $1,250,_ 
000. 


The flow is continuing to increase, 


In August 12,502 ounces were receiv- 
ed, and in September 25,769 ounces. 
The October figures are not yet 
available.
